TUE DEMOCRATS AND THE N E X T 
ELECTION. 


I bere are interesting speculation go­ 
ing on 
among the democratic papers 
in regard to the next presidential elec­ 
tion. Of all the doubtful democratic 
campaign in years gone by, the one in 
1892 vrill be the most doubtful. The 
party is worse off than ever before. It 
is acknowledged by the democratic fig­ 
urers that they cannot win without New 
York. The republicans are more fortun­ 
ate—they can win without that state. In 
all the political action of the democratic 
party regarding nominations for the 
presidency, the great thought has been 
how to carry New York. 
Look at 
the history of the party, aa brought to 
special notice by the New York Tribune. 
The necessity of carrying that state com­ 
pelled the democrats to * 'nominate Mc­ 
Clellan in 1864, and Seymour in 1868, 
and Greeley in 1872, and Tilden in 1876, 
and Hancock, actually resident here 
though nominated from Pennsylvania, in 
1889, and ^Cleveland in 1884 and 1888. 
For about twenty-five years the demo­ 
cratic party has been playing on that 
single string, and some of the party are 
getting tired.” 
It is said that on the basis of the pres­ 
ent apportionment the electoral vote will 
be 414 in 1892, making 13 additional 
votes from the four new states. This is 
punting the democrats in a very tight cor 
ner. 
It will require 208 votes to eleot a 
president. Should the democrats get the 
solid south with its 153 votes, they would 
still lack 52. Where will they get them ? 
Give them New York 36, New Jersey 9, 
Connecticut 6, and Montana 3, and then 
they would have only 54, still laokmg 
one. 
One can see from these figures how 
hopeless are the prospects for democratic 
success three years hence. A New York 
man will do them no. good in ’92. To 
win they must carry New York, New Jer­ 
sey, Connecticut or West Virginia, aud 
Montana. There is hardly ,a possibility 
that they will do this. The New York 
game has been played so often and with 
such disasterons results as a rule, that 
the shrewd democratic politician is get­ 
ting tired of it. A party whose national 
success is altogether grounded on the 
old slave states and upon the ignorant 
foreign vote of the Sodom of America, 
is having a hard life of it. 
“Returning to the figures, it seems 
quite within the power of the republican 
party to succeed without the votes of 
New York, New Jersey or Connecticut. 
Even if they do not gain West Virginia 
they will elect; if they gain West Vir­ 
ginia and hold Montana, but lose New 
York, 
New Jersey, Connecticut, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island and Nevada, 
they would still elect. Nor is West Vir­ 
ginia the only southern state in which, 
with wise administration and wise logia 
lotion, the republicans ought to succeed. 
In short, the republican party is no 
longer dependent upon the votes of any 
single state. 
The democratic party is 
still the bond-slave of the New York pol­ 
iticians,”

CATTLEM EN MUST GO.

Lands. 


W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 30.- -Secretary No­ 
ble, of the Interior Department, has se­ 
cured an opinion from Assistant Attorney- 
General Shields that the law under which 
cattle syndicates have leased Cherokee 
lands in Indian Territory is illegal. Secre­ 
tary Noble to-dav notified Gen. Fairchild, 
chairman of tho Cherokee commission, of 
this fact, and ordered that the lessees De 
compelled to leave the Cherokee outlet on 
or before June I next. 
He also gives a 
broad hint that if the Cherokees do not 
accept the offer of $1.25 per acre the gov­ 
ernment may assert its rights to transfer 
other Indian tribes to these lands.

ABOUT ASSESSMENTS. 
The other day the Hon. Peter Doyle, 
of Milwaukee, ex-secretary of state, de­ 
livered an address before the Working 
People’s dub, of that city, on taxation, 
dwelt at length upon the necessity oi! 
more stringent legislation to secure an 
honest assessment of personal property 
“lf I should ask any of yon whether the 
personal property of residents of this oity 
bas increased rapidly during the past fif­ 
teen years, I am inclined to think you 
would answer, unhesitatingly, that it haa 
Aud yet, according to the ssfessments 
aa 
shown 
by 
rffioial 
records 
suoh 
has 
not 
been 
the 
case 
The 
assessed value of all persona 
propery in the city of Milwaukee in the 
year 1874 was $16,167,753; the assessed 
value the present year is $19,819,540, an 
increase of less than 25 per oent, in fif­ 
teen years. These figures hardly agree 
with some that I have given occasionally 
at public celebrations or entertainments 


wLbd attempts were made to show the 
increase of wealth and financial resources 
in the city, and yet the figures whioh I 
have produced are taken, as stated, from 
official records, and are presumably based 
on 
assessment returns, made under 
oath.” 
Not only is this very small increase in 
Milw ankee, but in other oities, aud 
the counties, the laok of business 
tegrity is discovered. Take, for 
stance, Rock county, md how mach does 
it differ from the case of Milwaukee, as 
given by Mr. Doyle ? Let us see. In 
1880 the total assessed valuation of all 
personal property in the country was 
$5,009,573. 
In five years after that the 
assessment showed a valuation of $5, 
267.564 
In eight years thereafter the 
total valuation of all personal property 
lu the county was only $5 685,GOO, a very 
small increase ^indeed considering the I 
actual material increase of the towns and 
cities of the oounty. 
It is hardly possible that a radical 
change will ever take place in the method 
of assessment. The correct valuation of 
all personal property is scarcely ever 
given when that valuation is to fix the 
amount of taxation. It is, as Mr. Doyle 
suggests, time for reform, but reform in 
this direction will be very unpopular.

“What gave rise to the introduction of 
these resolutions?” asked Judge Longe- 
necker. 
“The remarks made by Capt. O’Connor 
that the report of the committee that tried 
the triangle had been read in another 
camp. ’ ’ 
“Didn’t Foy make q speech suggesting 
carefulness and the necessity for looking 
for spies in the order.” 
“Not to my recollection.” 
“And did not Capt. O’Connor make his 
remarks in reply to those of Foy?” 
“Not that I know of.” 
Judge Longenecker asked the witness in 
a number of ways the same question, but 
114 not get the desired answer. 
Mr. 
O’Connor, as a witness, was not as satis­ 
factory as was* expected. 
The point of the crossexamination was 
that the motion to appoint a secret com­ 
mittee practically became inoperative by 
Beggs' decision that no one camp could 
investigate another, but that the district 
officer must act, and that in consequence 
the 
motion 
to refer to the district 
member or officer was put and carried. 
This theory would obviate the necessity of 
appointing such a committee. 
The theory 
of the State that this order of making the 
motions was the reverse of the fact that 
the motion to appoint the secret committee 
came last, would tend to show that camp 
20 proposed to act on the matter inde­ 
pendent of the district officer. 
Mr. O’Connor testified on redirect exam­ 
ination that he had seen a man at some 
meetings of Camp 20 who, he afterward 
learned, was Patrick O'Sullivan.
